Tension was nearing the violent stage in the black 
community this week in the wake of police brutality 
charges made by a young Columbus black woman and 
two black men. 
| Victims of the alleged Friday night police clubbing 

were Joann Johnson, 21, her 21-year-old brother, Jerome 
Johnson, both of 4400 Mobile Dr., and Samuel Bryant, 
23, 1503 E. Long St. 
i As a result of their encounter with police atthe Kahiki 
Club, 3585 E. Broad St., shortly before midnight Friday, 
Ms. Johnson suffered a gash in her-left forehead, which 
required 11 stitches to close, and lacerations of the chin 
and. right temple which also required several stitches to 
seal. 

Johnson sustained a broken nose, fractured skull, 
severe injuries of both. hands and neck and body 
bruises. He also received ‘facial scratches and bruises. 

Bryant's, Miss Johnson's boyfriend, left eye was 
swollen shut and his face was badly mutilated. He also 
suffered two lacerations of the head, split lips and a frac- 
tured nose.

WILLIAMS BLASTS OSU 
IN RESIGNATION LETTER

Charles H, Williams, 
black administrator, has 
resigned as assistant vice 
president of Student Pro- 
rams and Development at 
inio State University, His 
resignation comes a month 
before his job was to be 
eliminated due to a reor- 
anization of the Office of 
tudent Services. 

In his “etter of resign. 
ation to Richard H. Arm. 
tage, vice president of 
Student Services, Williams 
claims, “Dick Armitage 
wants Chuck Williams” 
and “the question then be- 
comes.;.why is the univer- 
sity helping Dick Armitage 
to get Chuck Williams.” 

Claiming the university's 
reasons for his dismissal 
were “inadequate,” Will- 
jams also wrote, "| resign

with the clear understand- 
ing that you have forced 
me from this employment 
without valid reason.” 

In the. reorganization 
plan implemented by the 
Office of Student Services, 
budgets were either cut or 
reallocated eliminating 
Williams and two white 
women employees’ 
positions to save $119,000. 

Within weeks after the 
reorganization plan was 
made public last February, 
Williams was offered a 
position as director of the 
International Student Of- 
fice. 

The position was refused 
because it entailed a 20 
percent cut in Williams’ 
$19,728 salary, Williams re- 
ferred to the job as “an in- 
sult."

On May 16, you sent to this office a document pre- 
pared by the Coordinating Council on Minority 
Alfairs and entitled. "A Renewed Emphasis on 
Affirmative Action With Recommendations.” 

On May 21, a series of demands was presented to 
this office by the All African Student and Faculty 
Umion (AASFU) 

On May 22. when we met with faculty and student 
representatives in my office. 1 said that we would re- 
spond point by point to the questions and issues that 
had been raised. It was requested that the response 
be transmitted to-you and made public. both of 
which huve been done 

Before presenting specific responses, may | make 
several general comments 

First. the constructive results you and I both seek 
tn the common concerns we share will not be ac- 
colerated by ultimatums, demonstrations. or de- 
mands, Such actions are not needed to capture the 
utfention of the University or to intensify its concern. 
On the contrary They create an atmosphere that tends 
to polarize views and thus limit opportunities for real 


sullation and decision-making, The many diverse 
interests and needs of faculty. students, staff, and the- 
poople of Ohio must be kept in delicate balance. We 
cunnot instantly reallocate funds or reorganize the 
University, nor do we intend to do so. There simply 
ure no buttons to push or edicts to issue that will solve 


progress 
| Second, this is the largest single campus in the 
country. It is extremely complex, It can function suc- 
} cessfully only through an elaborate network of con- 
‘ 
| 


4 in a week or two the complex problems of minority 
diserimination and underrepresentation which exist 
omutl coHege and university campuses, as well as 
throughout society 


Third. we clearly face another tight budget year 
with another round of retrenchment required. Infla- 
tion continues to erode the University dollars. These 


ire facts, not some fiction created to thwart this Uni- 
versity’s aspirations for progress in minority affairs or 
any other program 

Fourth. as 1 said a year ago at this time, and it 


bears repeating. ° it is important at all times that 
. all of us listen to one another and really try to under- 
stand the concerns of each other. . .It is possible for 
honest. well-motivated persons to disagree, to con- 
tinue to disagree. und yet to respect one another." 
Finally, Ohio State lias made substantial progress 


in providing educational and employment oppor- 
tunities for blacks, women, and other minorities. We 
are not satisfied. On the other hand, it serves no 
purpose to deny the real progress that has been made. 
In many areas this University isin a leadership 
position in the Big Ten and. very likely, nationally. 
For example. a survey this month reveals that our 
main campus budgets for black studies, minority . 
“altars: developmental education, and-graduate re- 
cruitment, and for minority student support from 
federal loan programs are each the highest in the 
Big Ten. In most of these cases, we are budgeting 
two to three times as much as the average of. other 
Big Ten universities 

The several recommendations and demands were 
referred by me to the appropriate offices for review 
and comment. I directed that replies-be in sufficient 
detail to provide a complete response te:-2hz geints 
raised by the members of the Coordinating Council 
on Minority Affairs and by AASFU.

Demand; WE DEMAND that the Office of Minority 
Affairs be adequately funded and staffed in order to 
recruit a minimum of 1000 Black students for fall 
quarter 1976. Further action must be taken and a 
definite commitment made by the University to retain 
these students. The same demand applys to ali profes- 
Sional schools and colleges. (A list follows.) The 
Vice-Provast for the Office of Minority Affairs will de- 
cide the additional funds and staf! needed to fulfill 
this demand. 


Response: The Admissions Office reports that as of 
May 30. 1975, the University had 1.320 applications 
from biacks for admission in the freshman class this 
fall. This represents 9.8 percent of all applicants. it 
is our hope that more than 1,000 new black students 
will enroll in September 1975, placing the University 
well ahead of the demand cited above for 1976. Al- 
though we are generally pleased with the progress 
made in the recruitment of minority students, we can 
and must do more 

Over the past four years, the number of black 
undergraduates has increased from 917 to 2,074 (an 
increase of 126 percent). and the number of black 
graduate students has increased trom 229 to 491 (up 
114 percent). Thus, while we are tar from our goat 
of the equal representation of minorities at all levels, 
progress is evident. The figures on undergraduate 
black students included in the recommendations of 
the Coordinating Council of Minority Affairs are in- 
complete as they do not take into account students 
enrolled in University College. As a result the enroll- 
ment chart which was widely circulated on campus 
and fo the press is inaccurate. For example, the chart 
showed only 19 black students in engineering, yet 
there are an additional 86 black students in Univer- 
sity College who have indicated they intend to pursue 
& degree in engineering. A copy of # correct chart 
from the Office of Affirmative Action is included in 
this report 

We are particularly pleased that the percentage of 
freshmen who are from minority groups has been 
constantly increasing. Thus while the over-all per- 
centage of minority students at Ohio State is atill low 
(6.3 percent at the undergraduate level and 6.9 per- 
cent at the graduate level), in the fall of 1974 minority 
Sludents comprised 7.9 percent of the freanman 
class, and a higher figure le anticipated for thie Bep- 
fomnber.

The president plans to work with the deans in re- 
Questing the Development Fund to Seek support for 
Similar programs in the professional colleges in the 
coming year. in this way. we hope to seoure new 
funds to be administered by each of the colleges 
and to provide badly needed scholarships. 

We agree that improvements are needed in the 
operation of the Office of Minority Affairs. and the 
provost will be working with the vice provost in at- 
tempting to achieve these improvements 

The budget for this office has been increased from 
$113,540 in 1972-73, to $161,337 in 1973-74, and again 
to $181,552 in 1974-75. During this time, although 
only one full-time student recruiter has been em- 
ployed, the recruitment of minority students has al- 
ways been the single most important mission of the 
Office of Minority Affairs. The provost will work with 
the Office of Minority Affairs to reduce adminis- 
trative Overhead expenditures in order to make these 
resources and more staff time available for student 
recruitment 

Student. recruitment, however, is not just a job tor 
the professional staff. Students themselves can be, of 
help in urging high school students to enter the Uni- 
versity, and in helping them understand the oppor- 
tunities available here. In each of the past several 
years, monies appropriated to the Board of Regents 
for the Ohio Iistructional Grants program have gone 
unexpended—simply because not enough students 
from low-income backgrounds applied for these funds. 
We need the help of students to pass the word to their 
friends that opportunities are available at Ohio 
State. Inasmuch as Ohio State is required by law to 
admit all high school graduates, the number of 
minority students who will be in future classes will 
depend on our recruitment efforts and the timeliness 
with which the individual applications are submitted. 

There apparently is confusion in the area of minority 
recruitment, and this problem must be resolved. In 
this regard, upon the recommendation of the provost, 
we will appoint a special standing committee to ad- 
vise on the better coordination of our recruitment ef- 
forts. 

An impressive effort in recruitment has been the 
Graduate School Visitation Day Program, Dr. Frank 
W. Hale Jr., associate dean of the Graduate School, 
reported last week (May 21) that this program had 
“spectacular” success this year. Some 216 new black 
graduate students will be enrolled next fall as a. re- 
sult of this effort. and 128 will receive one- to five- 
year fellowship awards, More than 70 institutions 
were represented in the entire list of fellowship

The decision on how much any of these budgets will 
be increased, however, will be made by the University's 
Trustees—the body charged by law with making that 
decision. As you know, the University’s budget has 
been hard hil by inflation and recession. As 4 re- 
sult we have had to carry out a retrenchment effort 
throughout the University. Our appropriation is still 
pending in the General Assembly, and there are so 
many other pressing needs. Furthermore, no single 
office—be it minority affairs or whatever—can uni- 
laterally decide upon its own share. 


Demand: WE DEMAND that the Black Cultural 
Center be created and then housed under the Office 
of Minority Affairs as an administrative arm of the 
office.

The Office of Minority Affairs guidelines clearly call 
for the student to provide one-fourth of his or her ex- 
penses through '‘self-help" programs—that is, a repay- 
able loan or earnings from work.

These 
foot-dragging efforts .by the University in the 
recruitment of black students are unacceptable and 
will no longer be tolerated. We will settle for nothing 
less than equal’ representation. We must see 
significant steps‘ taken in this direction immediately. 
The administratidn cannot sidestep this commitment 
by congering up'student ghosts, for example, the 88 
black engineering majors it created through Its 
imagination, Everyone knows that freshmen and 
sophomores from University College are not-enrolled 
in any specific college. A declaration of intent with 
respect to a major field is not tantamount to 
enroliment in that field, Between the Initial 
declaration and actual enroliment, UVC students may 
— and often do — change their minds.

FINANCIAL 
FOR BLACK STUDENTS . 

It is quite unfortunate that you do not seem to 
take the demand for increased financial aid to black 
students seriously. You point out that a considerable 
portion of Ohio State's federal financial aid awards 
already go to black students, and that additionally, a 
considerable proportion of the University’s own finan- 
cial ald funds are awarded to biack students. Given 
these facts, you seem to fee! that the University is 
doing an admirable. job in terme of biack student 
financial support, and need not seriously entertain the 
question of increased commitments, not even to men- 
tion the possibility of a free ride. in this context you 
specifically underscore the fact that “the people of 
Ohio do not want an exception to be made at any 
time.” We find your response Interesting because it 
feveals the distorted racial perspective that has 
generally characterized the social and fiscal policies 
of the University for many years. Apparently, you 
Prefer to overlook the fact that black students require 
extensive financial aid because they come from 
families whose heads are taxpayers but who have 
been deprived of opportunities to attend institutions 
like Ohio State that provide the key to econortic 
security in thia society, Further, you preter to overlook 
the fact that given the underrepresentation of blacks 
in the student population, blacks still do not receive 
their fair share of the total amount of financial 
assistance offered by the University. Finally; you 
prefer to overlook the fact that white students have 
been given a free ride at the expense of black tax- 
Payers for over 100 years. During this period, blacks 
have been an infinitesimal proportion of the student 
population, Yet under threat of criminal penalty, black 
taxpayers across the years have assumed their fair 
share. of the tax burden to keep Ohio State in 
business as a sacred presence for the white majority. 
The demand for increased ‘financial assistance for 
black students is, at bottom, no more than a demand 
for justice. So far as the isaue of justice is concerned, 


we are unimpressed with statistics which show’ 


significant increases in black funding as long as the 
total amount of ald dilocated to black students is 
below the percentage distribution of blacks in the 
State of Ohio: We are ‘also unimpressed with com- 
parisons to policies in effect at other Big Ten schools. 
To use the Big Ten as a frame of reference is to use 
an inherently racist yardstick, As you well know, the 
Big Ten-has an abysmal record with respect to affir- 
mative action, Your analysis amounts to a comparison 
of institutions that are doing LITTLE OF NOTHING TO 
THOSE THAT ARE DOING NOTHING AT ALL. It also 
amounts to analyzing contemporary results without 
the benefit ofa deeper analysis which places the 
policies of each Big Ten schoo! in historical perspec- 
tive. Thys, it would be much more Illuminating to 
know how Ohio State compares in the field of aftir- 
mative action to other. Big Ten schools across the 
past century? Even more illuminating would be some 
~Ohio. State 


~ “in the future, not just to remain ahead of the Big Ten, 


but to keep abreast of the enormous educational 
needs of the black community. Here it should be 
noted that the absence of or statement of goals, 
timetables, and future intentions constitutes one of 
the most disappointing aspects of your response from 
our point of view. In substance, your report offers us 
no more than the tired shibboleths concerning 
“significant. progress", complete with, inflated 
Statistica, that we have received from your office for 
the Tast three years. Where is the glimmer of hope? 
Where are the bold steps that one would normally ex- 
Pect from an imaginative committed leader? Why 
can't we get action rather than reaction coming forth 
from your office? These are troubling questions! We 
are profoundly distressed by your reactionary posture 
on racial matters, and rightly so. 


i. BLACK CULTURAL CENTER 

Last Spring you requested that Dr. Holloway meet 
with Dr, Kuhn to establish a committee to ameliorate 
the Black Culture Center controversy. This was done 
with dispatch and recommendations having the sup- 
port of the vast majority of black leadership. were 
Presented to you three weeks later. You refused to act 
on the recommendations of the Committee because 
they did not coincide with your personal feelings on 
the issue. Mr. Gilbertson attempted to negotiate with 
Dr. Holloway after the students:-had gone home for 
the surmmer, He was told that students needed to be 
intimately Involved in the decision process. At no time 
was It ever suggested that “no one had time to.give 
the matter serious consideration" as alleged in your 

. On the contrary, when Dr. Holloway 
suggested the need for turther discussions with you 
on the matter, Gilbertson indicated that you no longer 
considered it an appropriate issue for discussion. 

Or. Holloway ré-established the Black Cultural 
Center Committee last fall. The statement of reaffir- 
mation presented to you in mid-May was a result of 
the deliberations of that Committee. Therefore, it is 
inpcourate to state that the University took the 
initiative to establish black cultural programming 
when you were kept apprised of what was transpiring 
In the frequent meetings of the Committee. 

The Black Studies Community Extension Genter 
\a not, and has never been, a Cultural Center, Rather, 
it ts an academic arm of the Black Studies Depart- 
ment. The Office of Minority Affairs does not have any 
biack cultural programs, To state that either of these 
units have black cultural programs is misleading and 
inaccurate, 

Early in your communicati-~ you talked abowt ac- 
tion “that created an atmosphere that tends to 
polarize views.” What would more effectively polarize 
Views than your usurpation of Initi that properly 
belong to the black community with saspect to the 
programming and administration of the Black Cultural 
Center? 


What else could similarly polarize views than the 
usurpation the University took in redrganizing the Of- 
floe of Student Services which led to the ultimate ter-

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In addition’ to thie unilateral action involving the

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We can only conclude that you do not have suf- 
ficient respect for the integrity and talents of black 
leadership on this campus to warrant its involvement 
in the making of Important decisions relating to the 
weiltare of black people and the University as a whole. 
Falth and trust must be developed on a reciprocal 
basis. You cannot expect black support for your 
‘gadership and your programs If you do not seek input 
from us prior to implementation. 

Vv, BLACK FACULTY 

We find your response pertaining to biack faculty 
insensitive, misleading, and incomplete. 

To, say that 23 biack faculty persons left the 
University during the academic year, 1973-1974 
leaves open the very intriguing question — why did 
they leave? This shows the serious need for the 
University to examine its affirmative action program, 

You stated that there are currently 136 black 
faculty appointments; however, you neglected to 
mention that 30 of those appointments are adjunct ap- 
pointments involving no time or salary. You also 
neglected to note that 15 of the appointments are 
part-time only - ranging from 80 percent to five per- 
cent. Also an additional 17 persons who have dual ap- 
pointments were counted twice. Further, six of the 
full-time appointments represented as “Afro- 
American” are native Africans which reduces the 
total fulltime equivalent “Afro-American” faculty to 
slightly over 65 FTE. 

The flagrant misrepresentation of the facts leads 
us to the conclusion that you are not pleased with the 
“progress” of the University in the areas of black 
faculty recruitment and retention. Why else could'you 
hide the whole truth? 

The increase from 48 to 65 in five years does not 
represent an increase of 183 percent. Rather, it 
represents an increase of only 26 percent (or 5.2 per- 
cent/year over the past five years), which is a 
shameful and dismal record by any standards. 

To state that 23 black faculty _ were tenured 
within the last three years in the same statement in 
which you admit to losing 23 black faculty in one 
year is to raise the serious question, IS THIS 
PROGRESSION OR REGRESSION? Also to mention 
the number of blacks receiving tenure within the past 
three years without stating the same statistics for 
whites is to obscure the total picture. 

V. BLACK EDUCATION 

You noted that the Black Education Program was 
not fulfilling its stated purpose. On this point, you are 
absolutely correct, The question remains, however, on 
& qualitative level as to why it did not. First, we note, 
historically, that the Black Education Program was 
born out of frustration. It was a strike against what 
was viewed as the racist practices of the College of 
Education, At that time, the data clearly showed that 
upwards of 60 percent of the College graduates in 
Education who fulfilled their career goals would be 
teaching in an urban setting of some kind. Despite 
this knowledge, there did not exist a definitive ac- 
credited program to prepare teachers for the inner- 
city. To date, there have not been significant 
changes. For example, in 1971, the College in a for- 
mal Senate vote agreed to establish a Black 
Education Faculty. It did not and has not done this to 
date. Rather than fulfilling its commitment, the 
College chose the creation of a subterfuge — a 
Program operated off soft monies out of the Dean's 
Office (1971-1974), This historical note is of extreme 
importance because it set the stage for the future 
lack of development. for the Black Education 

2 im, We nots, forex-snple, that it-s impossibie te 
fulfill the stated purpose of training teachers if there 
is no administrative structure to do so. 

The Black Education Program was literally kept 
at the seed level. The following dramatically 
illustrates this plight: 

1) One and one-half faculty members were 
assigned to the program. 

2) Financial support tor program development 
and operations did not exceed $21,000. 

3) College counselors and advisers discouraged 
students from taking Black Education/Urban 
Education courses, 

4) The Administrative structure lacked status and 
power within the College of Education. 

5) The major part of the program was dependent 
on graduate students. 

6) Unfavorable conditions made it difficult to at- 
tract new black faculty. 

Even with your new emphasis on “Urban 
Education,” the current budget for this program |s 
$7,600. The impact of such “No Support”. is’ too 
ridiculous.{o debate. Obviously, the current level of 
support is less than token, to say nothing of the extent 
to which it is able to effectively develop the triad of 
the instructional, research and service goals of the 
College of Education and the University. 

As did our forebearers in yesteryear, we are still 
looking for our “forty acres and a mule” with the hope 
that the illusory levels of commitment and support will 
someday make us “Free At Last.” 

VL MISCELLANY 


You have the “cart before the horse” when you 
indicate that in the appointment of future search com- 
mittees, “the provost will continue to givé special at- 
tention to the need for appropriate representation by 
blacks, women and other minorities,” You have a cir- 
cular argument that may have a credible ring to those 
who are unaware of the facts. And the facts are, that 
there are 72 de that have no black faculty. 
Where will the black representation come from when 
these departments are involved in a search for new 
faculty or new departmental administrators? 

You indicate that “the president does not inter- 
cede to fire, hire, or promote individual faculty or staff 
In various colleges or departments."; Mr. President, 
we wonder how many of your Deans understand, 
belleve, or even accept the validity of that statement, 
Time and time again, and especially during the and 

of budget.preparation, budget requests are return 

to various anarmnants, schools, and colleges after 
they have been scrutinized, edited, and given a green 
or red light after passing before the eyes of the 
President and the Provost. Your subordinates know 
where the “buck” stops and who controls the “buck”. 
To suggest that you do not intercede in departmental 
matters relating to affirmative action - we can accept 
— only because your commitment to Affirmative Ac- 
ian Is something less than your commitment to other 
matters, which do not impinge upon your goodwill 


with non-blacks., 
Vi. SUMMARY 
The time has come for The Ohio State University 
to reaffirm its commitment to affirmative action and to 
do whatever possible within its resources to provide 
equal opportunity at the University for all minority and 
dleadvantaged +. Program of implemen.

An admissions goal of 12 percent ahould be set 
for the academic year, 1978-1979, in order to” 
eliminate all doubt that the University is clearly com. . 
mitted to the Inclusion of qualified students’ trom 
America's largest racial minority, The strength of the 
University's commitment would include grants, gifts, 
and loans, as well as federal and state assistance. it 
must be assumed that such a program can be con- 
summated without special assistance from the 
legislature in carrying on this program, and the need 
for the University to reassess its priorities to meet this 
most important need. 

The assumption is a false one, that out of a 
mechanical sense of fair play, all units of the Univer- 
sity should bear an equal share of the burden of 
reduced budgetary allocations. This notion may ap- 
pear to be politically expedient, operating on the 
basis, “that all should suffer equally.” The fact is that 
in areas throughout the University, there are the 
“Haves” and the “Haves Nots.” 

If it is apparent (and it is) that it will take heavy 
financial support to remedy the underrepresentation 
of minority students and faculty after nearly one hun- 
dred years of neglect; thus it begs the question to im- 
ply that the current levels of financial support are 
providing minorities with more than their fair share of 
the University's financial resources. Further, it is 
irrational, improper and immoral to apply the same 
standards of austerity to minority programs as to 
those which have been adequately funded over a long 
period of time, It is a function of comparative analysis 
and evaluation to give special and unique con- 
sideration to those programs requiring such con- 
sideration when viewed within the framework of the 
University’s mission and priority value at a particular 
moment in history, 

You make a point of comparing the record of 
Ohio State with that of other Big Ten universities. So 
we have followed your lead. Our research indicates 
that the University of Michigan, for example, has 
demonstrated. a good faith effort that led to the 
enroliment of 2,286 black students (7.0%) last Autumn 
out of a total enrollment of 35,816 (nearly 15,000 fewer 
students than at Ohio State). By your own figures, you 
admit that Ohio State enrotied 2,074 blacks. The Big 
Blue has become our arch rival in football, and 
currently we may even hold the upper hand in this 
athletic arena, but the table below has shown how 
dramatically the Big Blue has trounced us in the Aftir- 
mative Action Arena.

It is neither possible nor desirable to completely 
identify all of the areas where there are deficiencies 
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While it would be impossible in the limited space 
available to discuss in detail all of the goals of Affir- 
mative Action, the problems encountered, and the 
likely future developments, we would recommend the 


following: 

1) Pérhaps the most important factor in achieving 
the goal of affirmative action is that of having positive 
and enthusiastic leadership beginning with the 
President of the institutios.. “ith all due fespect to 
your Office, and what it is suppose to represent, Mr. 
President, the record reveals that the “accomplish- 
ments" which you refer to in terms of personnel 
(black faculty, black administrators, and the in- 
creases in black student enrollment) were largely the 
work of your predecessor who ironically has been 
labeled “a conservative,” and you who pose as a 
“Liberal” in matters of race, having inherited most of 
the minority to which you have alluded, have done lit- 
tle to increase the number and percentage of black 
students, faculty or administrators during your tenure, 

We challenge you to seize the initiative in these 
matters as did President R.W. Fleming at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan who set goals and timetables, but 
who did more than that. He breathed the breath of 
commitment and enthusiasm into their program. 
Never once did he apologize for giving special con- 
sideration to minority students. Listen to his response 
to his critics: 


It is an interesting commentary on our 
society that we receive criticism for our 
minority program, but we do not receive 
criticism for our athletic program. Under the 
latter we adhere to an admissions standard 
which is agreed upon by all Big Ten schools, 

this being the conference in which we com- 

pete. The admissions standard for athletes is 

not the same as for all other-students, The 

public appears not only to accept but to ap- 

prove this practice, 

2) Black students and black faculty are unevenly 
distributed among the academic disciplines. Perhaps 
the University can demonstrate its commitment to in- 
creasing the resource poo! among minorities by iden- 
tifying bright your minority students with Master’s 
degrees, appointing them as instructors, and making 
it possible for them to pursue doctoral study and then 
remain with the University. . 

3) The Ohio State Un hes an image 
problem and a problem of credibility within the black 
community. Why is it that over 90 Percent of the black 
professionals (physicians, dentists, lawyers, etc.) 
have earned their ».~-ossional degrees outside of the 
State of Ohio? In order to create & new and positive 
image, Ohio State must abandon traditional methods 
of recruitment with more imaginative, ingenius, and 
intensive efforts. 

4) Commitment and Cash must go hand in hand 
in order to facilitate affirmative action objectives, The 
results of the University's cash commitment to the 
Graduate School Visitation Day Program to date best 
\ustrates this principle. We should apply the same 
principle to recruiting blacks for the professional 
schools and to the recruitment of black faculty, 

5) Finally, our efforts must be consistent and con- 
tinuous, It should require’departments to make quar. 
terly reports, indicating what éfforts have been made 
in connection with the recruitment of black students, 
black staff, black faculty and black administrators, 
“Accountability”, after all, is no new term in 
educational circles, In some cases, direct pressure 
must be applied to those units or individuals who 
would neglect or sidetrack their responsibility in 
these areas. | fact, we even agree with you, that state 
and federal regulatory agencies may have to “whip ua 
in line” when it is apparent that significant progress 
will come in no other way.

Linden-McKinley 
Grad Reflects On 
Black OSU Group

“My junior year at Lin- 
den-McKinely was the year 
we had the riots and 
Charles Ross was arrested 
and they took a lot of black 
peopie to jail. That was the 
beginning of my con- 
sciousness,” 

Kujenga Ashe, tall, thin 
with an Afro framed face 
reflecting wisdom beyond 
his-2tyearse quietly~dis= 
cussed his chairmanship 
and the beginning of 
the All African Student and 
Faculty Union (ASSFU) 
and the persons striving to 
make Ohio State University 
accountable to its black 
students. 

Patterned after the for- 
mer African..Y>'th Assem- 
bly of Ohio, AASFU came 
about out of demonstration 
at Ohio State during 1974 
“It encompasses not only 
black students, faculty, 
staff, and community, but 
also persons on the state 
level,” Ashe said. 

May 29, at the last 
AASFU activities for the 
spring quarter, Ashe told 
the audience, “Other 
universities are watching 
us; the whole nation 

knows OSU is messed up." 

Not only has the local 
and state media kept 
check with. Ashe and 
AASFU but national radio 
and television hetworks 
have broadcast the 
students’ plight across the 
nation. 

Ashe doesn't see AASFU 
a5 & Campus organization 
“The focal point is not the 


Campus we are only exten- 
sions of the community.” 

Building a better black 
community is AASFU's 
goal. “We should return to 
our communities and tell 
them the importance of 
owning land. The black 
community should listen to 
their students coming back 
from the campuses,” 

Ashe also believes that 
blacks are merely Africans 
in. -North—America—and- 
would like to see them at 
least travel "home" once. 

Married and the father of 
an 18 month old daughter, 
Ashe speaks proudly of his 
family's name, Named by a 
Bosoga friend, Ashe's 
name is a combination of 
Swahili and Lusoga and 
means ‘Builder of life.” His 
wife’s name, Kuleta, trans- 
late “to bring life’ and his 
child's name, Sana Bere, 
means “a very free life”; 
something the Ashes are 
striving for. 

Ashe's mother and step- 
father, Bobbie and Calvin 
Bivens, as well as his 
father, Eason Chubb, are 
all Columbus residents. 

Ashe speaks proudly of

Proposals Accepted 


The Manpower Advisory 
Council's . (MAC) six 
recommendations to the 
fiscal year '76 Comprehen- 
sive manpower plan have 
been accepted “in prin- 
ciple” by Community Ser- 
vices Director Odella T, 
Williams who said Wed- 
nesday “the second year 
plan will be rewritten to in- 
clude the feasible recom- 
mendations.” 


The MAC is the 16-mem- 
ber advisory council ap- 
pointed jointly by Mayor 
Tom Moody and the county 
commissioners as the 
citizen input committee to 
be involved in the develop- 
ment of the countywide 


manpower” plan, as 
regulated by the Com- 
prehensive Employment 


and Training Act (CETA). 


The Community Service 
Dept., serves as the admin- 
istrative agent for the 
countywide system known 
as CETA. 


The MAC recommend- 


ations include providing 
additional work and 
academic training to 


public service emploeees, 
joint evaluations by the 
MAC and Community. Ser- 
vices Dept., expanded job 
development, decentral- 
ized intake and job place- 


ments, expanded listing 
of priority groups to be 
served and the develop- 
ment of special or demon- 
stration projects. 

Williams’ response to the 
recommendations were 
made on behalf of Mayor 
Tom Moody and County 
Commissioner Chairman 
Harold Cooper, 

The first recommend- 
ation called for the pro. 
vision of work and 
academic training to pub- 
lic service employees, Title 
ll _of CETA and to the 
emergency jobs clients, 
Title Vi of CETA, similar to 
that which is available to 
the higher education 
clients-of Title 1, the com. 
prehensive manpower pro- 
gram. 

Williams pointed out that 
funding strategies for the 
Title I and Title VI pro- 
sane have not been 
inalized by the federal 
government and that “such 
coordination in the current 
plan is inappropriate.”

Death Claims Ezzard Charles... 


Ezzard Charles, 54, former heavyweight champion, 
died in his sleep two weeks ago at Veterans Admin- 
istration Westside Hospital, where he had been a patient 
since March 4, 1974. He was suffering from amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis, attendants said. 

Gaining the heavyweight boxing championship in 
Chicago on June 22, 1949, when he won 1a 15 round de- 
cision over Jersey Joe Wolcott, Charlies was sometimes 
called the Cincinnati Cobra. As an amateur boxer he 
won all 42 of his bouts before turning professional. 

After Charles became champion, he won a decision 
over his boyhood hero Joe Louis on Sept. 27, 1950, when 
Louis made a comeback. 

Charles remained'ichampion for more than two years 
until Jersey Joe Wolcott knocked him out in the seventh 
round in Philadelphia on July 18, 1951. It was his eighth 
defense. 

He tried to make a comeback in 1954, but lost twice to 
champion Rocky Marciano. Charles kept fighting until 
1959 and finished with a ring record of 96 wins, in- 
cluding 58 knockouts, and 26 losses. 

He was elected to the Boxing Hall of Fame in 1970, de- 
spite the fact he was never a popular champion, and in 
recent years assisted with community projects in 
Chicago's Englewood area.

A Revisit To Germany 


On. a cool, rainy day in April, 1846)! 
stood at the Brandenburg Gate in. war-torn 
Berlin, Germany. In the panoramic turn of 


my eyes, all | could behold was a 
devastated city,. Destruction was 
everywhere. This was @ most depressing 
sight. : 

ast week, | stood at the same site; * 
While this historic fandmark is now on the 
border of this divided: city, the panoramic 
view in 1975 is quite. different. Now you 
have to look very carefully in order t see 
any signs of the war's devastation, The 
rebuilding, recovery has been most 
remarkable. 

While all of my travel for a week was 
limited to East Berlin and East Germany, 
behind the so-called iron curtain, what | 
saw was evidence of the amazing recon- 
struction of a.war ravaged nation. 

What is it like behind the iron curtain? 
Well, there. are very little evident ditferen- 
oes. The people dress and-look like the— 
rest of us. The streets are full of 
automobiles. Restaurants and bars are 
alive with patrons, with waiting lings at 
some, Visiting delegations abound in the 
hotels; and sightseers are in a great num- 
bers at the shrines. s 

The people are most hospitable, and 
dine and wine you to overflow, not to men- 
tion plenty of beer. , 

East Berlin has adopted Paul Robeson 
as one of its heroes. A vocational junior 
high school has been named for him, It 
was our delegation’s.privilege to visit this 
school. We. were royally received. A 
delegation of students greeted us with 
songs and speeches, and presentation. of 
roses to each of us. Afterwards we had a 
special program delineating the objectives 
of German education, 

One little girl, when interrogated by one 
of our members, gave. an excellent ac- 
count of the life of Paul Robeson, ending 
her remarks with the wish that she would 
like to be like Paul Robeson, ~ 

One of the many pieces of literature 
given us, in Berlin, were several on the life 
of Paul Robeson. All were expertly done in 
both context and printing. 

Reconstructed East Berlin is a modern, 
beautiful city with hundreds of newly-built 
apartments and office buildings. The TV 
tower complex, is something like the 
space needie at Seattle, with a revolving 
restaurant. From it, one can see all over 
both Berlins. 

We visited one of the kindergartens and 
nurseries, The training discipline was im- 
pressive. Education is a must: in this 
socialist nation. All the schools are tree 
even the technical schools and colleges. 
From all that | was able to see, this. 
generation of Germans are going to be 
well educated. They are going to bring 
into the world market, ‘skills that most 
other nations cannot compete with. 


the young people, was most impressive 
and evident. Being a socialist: country, 


everybody works. There is full retirement 


with excellent medical care. Crime is at a 
minimum. Yes, the streets are safe at 
night; 

While we are having our problems with 
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The quality of government depends 
Upon the active participation of the entire 
electorate in elections, Yet in the United 
States - the nation with the highest level of 
formal education in the world - the propor- 
tion of citizens who take the trouble to 
vote is lower than in mary other nations in 
the world. The 26th Amendment ratified in 
June 1971 extended the vote to an 
estimated 11 million Americans, ages 18 to 
20, but national surveys have revealed that 
younger persons typically had a poorer 
voting record than have older persons. 
Until the passage of the Voting Rights 
Act of 1965, there has been a great up- 
surge in voter registration among blacks 
in the South, while at the same time the 
characteristic lethargy among blacks in 
the North persists. 

While southern blacks have made com- 
mendable gains in the election of black 
public officials, they have done so in the 
face of determined attempts by Southern 
politicians to erect new barriers against 
their meaningful political, participation. 
These include measures and practices 
aimed at diluting. the votes of blacks, 
Preventing blacks from hecoming can- 
didates, discriminating against black 
registrants and poll watchers, and 
discrimination against blacks in the ap- 
pointment of election officials. Blacks are 
also generally excluded in the South from 
the affairs of many stafe and local 
organizations, or made to fee! unwelcome 
within them, and neither the Republican 
nor Democratic party officials have shown 
any great enthusiasm in stimulating the 
registration of potential black voters. 

In Ohio, of course, none of these 
Prohibitions exist against the participation 
of the black electorate even though party 
officials ape their southern counterparts in 
their lack of enthusiasm for any and all 
special efforts to increase the number of 
black registrants. The Republicans are 
probably motivated by the feeling that ad- 
ditional black registrations would mean in. 
creased strength for the Democrats, On 
the other hand, the Democrat leadership is 
having nightmares over the increasing 
“black power” threat in the major 
metropolitan citles. 

In Cleveland, particularly, Democrats 
are suffering from a “Carl Stokes” syn- 
drome occasioned. by the city’s section of 
its first black mayor, and the accom- 
panying massive turnout of black voters to 
cement the accomplishment. 

Thus, unless there is citizen-based effort 
to step up registrations in Greater 
Cleveland, it ia unlikely that either of the 
two major political parties will mount any

They retained 
their identity even under Hitler. . 

From Bautzen we went to Dresden, Here 
again, we saw a ‘major industrial and 
cultural canter that was severely. bombed 
during. the war, but. how. js almost. com-. 
pletely rebuilt. : 

In Dresden, we. were tendered a lun- 
cheon by the-Union of Jewish Committee, 
ot which Dr. Helmut Aris is president. The

Although in past 
years seemingly the one 
major prerequisite of get- 
ting Into this field was that 
one must have beeh of 
European ancestry or 
Anglo-Saxon, 

Some headway has 
been made into this field 
with future inroads for the 
coming years resembling 
something promising. 
Today, to hear the sound 
of a jet roaring above can 
leave one with the thought 
that this large monstrous 
bird could and may be 
piloted by a brother. 

This area of employment 
gave way to blacks in the 
early 1960's with the 
recruitment of blacks by 
many major airlines such 
as American, Pan Am, 
Eastern, Delta, United, 
T.W.A, and others.
